High-risk release riles Didsbury

Many residents of Didsbury breathed a sigh of relief 
Friday when an unescorted temporary absence permit for 
convicted murderer Allan IYatt was rescinded. 

RCMP alerted the public on Feb. 9 that Pratt was being 
released from the Bowden Institute on a 12 -hour 
unescorted temporary absence permit to visit family in 
Didsbury. 

This set off a firestorm within the community . 

Some residents quickly took action, printing off posters 
warning others that Pratt would lx* coming to town. 

The RCMP, Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson and MIA 
Richard Mar/ also fielded numerous calls from concerned 
citizens. 

“1 heard about it on the radio at 6 am. and I was frus¬ 
trated, and felt totally helpless,’ said J ance Plewis, one of 
the residents who handed out posters around town. 

“It seems like the parole board can do whatever they 
want and release 1 people into our community, and we have 
no control.” 

Shane Kohn assisted Plewis with making and handing 
out the posters. 

“A lot of us have family and friends in town and we want 
to make sure those people are safe,” said Plewis. “That our 
whole community Is safe.” 


Didsbury RCMP were advised that Pratt’s permit had been 
cancelled. 

No official reason was provided by the Correctional 
Service of Canada 

RCMP spokesperson Cpl. Wayne Oakes said RCMP took 
the extraordinary measure of informing the public in 
“recognition of the overwhelming need for public protec¬ 
tion.” 

“This Ls a case where as it Is, we must weigh the individ¬ 
ual’s right to privacy, versus the community’s right to bo 
protected,” said Oakes.“We are in fact breaching the indi¬ 
vidual’s rights of privacy by releasing this information.” 

While (takes was unable to provide specific details, he 
said a “fair number” of these types of permits are issued to 
people who are nearing the end of their custodial sen¬ 
tences. 

“Typically, when these releases go out, it's usually when 
a person has completed their sentence. We have in fact 
been more than proactive in putting this out two days 
before the release.” 

(takes encourages individuals who an* concerned to dis¬ 
cuss the issue with their Members of Parliament. 

As for Myron Thompson, he believes stricter standards 
should be in place for high-risk offenders. 

“I can understand where there may Ik* a time where 
somebody has to go out to a funeral in the family or some¬ 
thing of that nature. But when it’s a high-risk offender, 


Thompson thinks the Parole Board needs to use some 
more “common sense” when dealing with high-risk indi¬ 
viduals. 

"When (Pratt) was out on a pass before, he murdered 
someone, brutally and viciously, so I say the public has a 
right to outcry when an individual like that is released into 
the community on their own,” said Thompson. 

Pratt, 51, is currently serving a life sentence for second 
degree murder committed while on an unescorted tempo¬ 
rary absence permit on Apr. 9, 1979. 

Pratt has an extensive criminal record including con¬ 
victions for robbery, weapons and property related offens¬ 
es. 

Between June and December 2005, Pratt participated in 
the community escorted temporary absence program, 
when* he has been on escorted temporary absences every 
weekday for more than 25 weeks. 

All passes had been completed without incident, accord¬ 
ing to officials. 

The fact the parole board has granted Pratt ;m unescort¬ 
ed temporary permit for family contact for up to 12 hours 
at a frequency of once per month, for six months, con¬ 
cerns Plewis. 

“It is not right the whole community has to stay inside 
and lock their doors because this guy Ls coming to town,” 
said Plewis. “I guess in a month we are going to have to go 
through all this again.”

strengths and opportunities of 
the district and have chosen to 
.serve in rural Alberta." 

Jaffer grew up in a small town 
in Alberta and trained in 
Newfoundland. 

Jaffer says he knows first-hand 
about the challenges and benefits 
of rural medicine. 

He spent the last five years 


doing locums providing tempo¬ 
rary relief work for communities 
in Newfoundland, B.C., Alberta 
and Australia. 

“There is a huge need for doc¬ 
tors all over the world hut 
Didsbury attracted me because 
of the strong sense of communi¬ 
ty, the availability of a local hos¬ 
pital and the excellent support 


provided by the staff at the 
Didsbury Hospital,” said Dr. 
Jaffer. 

The community is close 
enough to Calgary to convenient¬ 
ly access specialists and emer¬ 
gency care when it is beyond the 
capabilities of the local hospital, 
he said. 

There is room for an additional 


physician to join Jaffer at DMC. 

The clinic is located in the 
newly renovated Suite 204 in 
Victoria Square Mall immediate¬ 
ly. It can accommodate expan¬ 
sion if more physicians can be 
recruited, said Jaffer. 

“There is a huge need for doc¬ 
tors in this area outside Calgary. 
This is demonstrated by the 
increased numbers of Emer¬ 
gency Department visits in 
Didsbury, which has more than 
doubled in January 2000,” said 
Jaffer. 

“These patients come to us 
from the surrounding communi¬ 
ties including Airdrie. They come 
to Didsbury because they do not 
want to wail for many hours in 
Calgary.

New doctor founds “innovative

pedophiles from targeting young people, 
applauded the government’s plans. 

“I’ve really been pushing for that and I’m 
really pleased that he is taking that on as a 
top priority," said Thompson. 

Under the changes it would be a crime 
for adults to have sex with persons under 
the age of 16. 

The government will also be making the 
elimination of the national firearms reg¬ 
istry a priority, said Toews. 

“The long-gun registry, of 
course, has been a colossal 
waste of money, with no demon- 
stratable effect on gun crime. We 
want to bring in laws that target 
criminals, rather than targeting 
duck hunters and farmers, as the 
gun registry does.” 

Thompson has called for the 
registry to be scrapped as soon 
as possible. 

“He’s going to go after it,” said 
Thompson. “I don’t know if that 
kind of thing, to dismantle the 
registry requires Parliamentary approval 
or just what we do with that. That will all 
be learned in time.” 

Justice Minister Toews did not 
announce plans to address another issue 
that has been high on Myron Thompson’s 
agenda for the past decade: removing 
legal loopholes used by people who pro¬ 
duce child pornography. 

“That is something we are going to do, 
but that has to be carefully constructed 
because of the (Supreme) Court’s decision 
on Sharpe where they uphold the rights of 
the pedophile to own and possess. 
Whatever we put forward has to make the 
Charter test and that’s going to take some 
doing," said Thompson. 

“I’m primarily interested in making cer¬ 
tain that those who are guilty involving 
development or distribution of child 
pornography do some hard time instead of 
this slap on the wrist thing." 

Thompson says he is pleased that the 
government is moving forward with plans 
for providing $750 million in support to 
Canadian grain growers. 

“I’ve pressured the agricultural minister 
to get moving on getting these cheques 
out to farmers and I understand that is 
happening right as we speak. It’s time to 
keep that commitment, to get these 
cheques out before the spring while we 
have a chance before seeding." 


Newly re-elected Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson says he is very unhappy with 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper’s decision 
to appoint David Emerson as Minister of 
International Trade. 

Emerson was elected as a Liberal on 
Jan. 23. Following the election he defect¬ 
ed to the Conservatives and 
was placed in cabinet. 

“I certainly am opposed to 
that whole idea and I’ve said so 
publicly,” said Thompson, a 
Sundre resident. “I told the 
leader I was not happy with 
that decision but I’m not going 
to dwell on it because it is his 
decision and I can’t do anything 
about it. I don’t like it at all. 

Asked about the apparent 
hypocrisy of the Conservatives 
slamming Belinda Stronach, 
who crossed to the Liberals to 
join the Paul Martin cabinet in 2004, while 
allowing Emerson to do the same thing in 
reverse, Thompson said: “1 was asked that 
in a forum (during the election) about 
Stronach and I said, ‘that was a shame and 
it should never have happened and thank 
(iod we are in power and we’ll never see it 
happen again’ and then it happened day 
one and it doesn’t make me happy. 

“Do I like what’s happened? Absolutely 
not. Am I in favour of these crossings of 
the House? I’m totally against it. It was the 
leader’s decision and I can’t help what he 
has done.” 

Thompson, who was elected to a fifth 
straight term in Wild Rose on Jan. 23, has 
returned to Ottawa and says he has been 
keeping very busy. 

“I’m on a rampage with every minister in 
every department that I can to get moving 
on certain issues. It’s been long overdue,” 
he said. 

Thompson says he is pleased the Harper 
government will be moving ahead quickly 
with plans to raise the age of consent. 

The age of consent is the age at which 
Canadians can legally engage in sexual 
activities. The age currently stands at 14 
years, but the government plans to raise 
the age to 16, said Justice Minister Vic 
Toews. 

Thompson, who has called for the 
change for years, saying it will deter

Yet 
RCMP warned that this man “poses a signifi¬ 
cant risk of harm to the community” and that 
they believed there was a “significant risk to 
the health or safety of the public”. 

It must also be made clear though that it is 
not the RCMP who is able to grant such a 
visit, but the National Parole Board. How 
such a decision could ever be made, espe¬ 
cially considering the past of the convicted, 
and the fact he is in jail for murdering an 18- 
year-old male, on a similar unsupervised 
visit, years ago while serving time for anoth¬ 
er crime, is far beyond me! Someone’s life 
was taken, and we are supposed to be con¬ 
cerned about this guy getting fair treatment. 
Was it fair his victim’s life was cut short at 
the young age of 18? I don’t think so! 

As some passed out the flyers, others were 
busy on the phones calling the RCMP, MP 
Myron Thomspon, and MLA Richard Marz, to 
express their concerns and fears for the 
town. 

Others were busy making plans to either 
leave town for Sat. or to lock themselves 
into their homes. 

Good news came though, just after 4 p.m. 
when it was announced the visit has been 
revoked by the Parole Board, and residents 
would not have to lock themselves up, but 
could once again find comfort in this small, 
safe community we call home. 

Hopefully other communities will follow 
our example if ever in a similar situation; 
take action!

Town prepares to do full 
review of all committees

Didsbury Review 

The cost effectiveness and mandates 
of town committees will be getting a 
full review in the coming months in an 
effort to optimize the use of all 
resources including volunteers. 

Administration approached town 
council saying it was more important to 
get the administrativ e side of the organ¬ 
ization nmning more effectively and 
efficiently before they deal with the leg¬ 
islative component of the town of 
Didsbury. 

Town council agreed and passed a 
motion Tuesday night for administra¬ 
tion to prepare a report for council and 
make the necessary recommendations. 


“Number one, we want to limit the 
niunber of human resources and volun- 
teers because their time is valuable," 
said town CAO Roy Brown. 

“We want to make sure we are maxi¬ 
mizing the use of all the volunteers. 
Committees cost money and we want 
to make sure they are running efficient¬ 
ly and effectively, and meeting their 
mandates.” 

Some of the other questions that will 
lie answered by the review are: Is it rel¬ 
evant? An 1 the commitees' costs prior¬ 
ity in light of the other organizational 
needs? Ls there an effective reporting 
system in place between council and 
the committee? Does each committee 
know what council's priorities are? 
Does each council member know the 


purpose of each committee and the 
work that they do? Is there a mecha¬ 
nism in place to evaluate committee 
effectiveness? 

“We want to know if then 1 is a better 
way of operating. If the conunittees 
need the town involvement, or would 
they operate better without? Also is it 
ini|K>rtant to have a councillor on the 
committee, because a councillor’s time 
can only be stretched so far,” said 
Brown. 

According to Brown, the review will 
most likely mean meeting with each 
committee individually. 

The management team hopes to have 
the review done by summer, and at that 
lx >int they will bring their recommen¬ 
dations to council. 


Municipal census to be conducted

Town officials will conduct a cen¬ 
sus this spring to obtain a more accu¬ 
rate population figure for Didsbury. 

The count will help the town 
receive more provincial and federal 
grant dollars due to the population 
increase the town is expecting. 

The town has been using 2001 fig¬ 
ures for grant applications. 

In 2005, town council discussed 
conducting a census but rejected the 
idea because a federal census is 
scheduled for 2000. 

The matter came back to the coun¬ 
cil table Tuesday night and in light of 
new information council decided to 
conduct a 2000 census. 

When deciding whether or not to 
do a census, it is really a dollar and 
cent decision, said Didsbury CAO 
Roy Brown. 

“It costs $6,000 to have a census so 
we have to make sure that as the pop¬ 
ulation increases, it will increase by 
enough to recoup that money,” said 
Brown. 

Since 2001, when the last census 
was done, Didsbury has had 204 
home starts, and 2.2 people per 
house that would translate into an 
increase of approximately 450 peo¬ 
ple. 

“Based on the building starts I 
think the population growth will be 
significant enough to recoup the cost 
of the census and get more grants in 
the future which will help the bottom 


line of the town," said Brown. 

Money given from both federal and 
provincial grants is usually based on 
per capita, so the larger the Didsbury 
population, the more grant funding 
the town could see. 

Local residents will be hired to go 
door to door over several weeks and 


ask how many people reside in each 
household. 

Prior to that Alan Gibson will be 
attending a training session in 
Edmonton, on conducting a munici¬ 
pal census. 

The last municipal census in 
Didsbury was done in 2000.

Five major projects on the go 


Didsbury’s new Public Works manager reports to town council and 
discusses concerns over the Didsbury Recycling Center

The town’s Public Works 
employees are busy with 
five major projects includ¬ 
ing roadwork, Memorial 
Park and the Centennial 
Trail. 

Dale Kiesman, the town’s 
new Public Works manager 
presented town council 
with a report last week on 
each of the m^jor projects 
his crew has been focusing 
on. 

The projects include 
2006 roadwork and utili¬ 
ties, Memorial Park and 
Centennial Trail, an energy 
audit, engineering includ¬ 
ing an infrastructure study, 
the lagoon and sewer treat¬ 
ment, and storm water 
management. 

The fifth project was 
water management and 
recycling. 

“Management has 

reviewed the 2005 contract 
documents for tender sub¬ 
mission mid February 2006 
with a closing date of early 
March 2006. The final draft 
is now available for 
review,” said Kiesman, 
referring to Memorial Park 
and 20th St. 

“Three diamonds will be 
developed in the park 
meeting current city of 
Calgary specifications with 
considerations for storm 
water management, park¬ 
ing, and the Centennial 
Trail," said Kiesman. 

The trail is to be con¬ 
structed along 16 St. on the 
west perimeter of the park 
and will control storm 
water from entering the 
park, as has been a prob¬ 
lem in the past, he said. 

Kiesman also added that 
the ongoing ditching on the 
west side of 16 St. will con¬ 
tain and direct storm water 
to the north. 

One of the biggest focus¬ 
es for Kiesman and the 
town crew is an energy 
load and consumption 
audit they are working on 
to explore potential energy 
and cost savings through 
monitoring and control. 

Kiesman worked in 
Churchill, Manitoba for 
three years where he said 
they were very cost effec¬ 
tive with energy and utili¬ 
ties. 

Kiesman is bringing that 
knowledge to Didsbury. 

“1 am assisting adminis¬ 
tration with other facility

managers in trying to 
reduce costs,” said 
Kiesman. 

“Effective monitoring 
and control of energy 
could save 20 to 30 per 
cent in electrical costs. 
There are substantial sav¬ 
ings to be had.” 

The facility managers are 
working with the system 
TRACKED )W to help them 
analyze the possible sav¬ 
ings. 

They already see huge 
financial savings potential, 
according to Kiesman, who 
expects to have an accu¬ 
rate analysis available for 
presentation by early 
March. 

The Public Works engi¬ 
neering projects include am 
infrastructure study. 

Kiesman says the town’s 
infrastructure is aging, 
requires a lot of work, and 
will continue to require 
work with the town’s grow¬ 


ing population. 

As far as the lagoon and 
sewage treatment, 

Kiesman said before any 
determination is made as 
to what if any repairs are to 
be made at the upper 
lagoon, they must first 
assess actual sewage pro¬ 
duction with consideration 
of long-term planning and 
future growth. 

As part of their storm 
water management proj¬ 
ect, Public Works has iden¬ 


tified many areas through¬ 
out town as problem areas. 

Kiesman said in conjunc¬ 
tion with an engineering 
firm, they have prioritized 
areas that require immedi¬ 
ate attention and will be 
scheduled as weather per¬ 
mits. 

Given requirements for 
commercial, industrial res¬ 
idential, storm water man¬ 
agement and development, 
the town must identify 
areas to further plan for 


storm water storage, said 
Kiesman. 

“Run-off must be con¬ 
tained as per Alberta 
Environment regulations. 
Pond development in 
industrial and residential 
areas is now being consid¬ 
ered along with potential 
development in the 
Rosebud Creek area," he 
said. 

Kiesman brought up con¬ 
cerns about the recycling 
area in town which he says 
Public Works staff commit 
about 10 hours a week 
cleaning and maintaining. 

“Loose garbages, appli¬ 
ances, furniture, recy- 
clables, tires, batteries, oil, 
styrofoam and cardboard 
dropped off in the recy¬ 
cling area instead in the 
appropriate bins art* some 
of the items staff have to 
contend with,” said 
Kiesman. 

“Public Works endeav¬ 


ours to keep the area 
clean, however users need 
to be much more consider¬ 
ate when depositing recy- 
clables in the area.” 

Kiesman feels the solu¬ 
tion to the problem will 
come with community 
information and education. 

In an effort to keep 
mayor and council in the 
loop, Kiesman will be mak¬ 
ing regular reports to the 
town and when requested, 
to town council. 

“We have a relatively 
new group of management 
in town, all coming in with 
refreshing ideas,” said 
Kiesman. 

“I think this is a benefit 
to the organization and the 
town.” 

Having 15 years of work 
in the public service sector, 
Kiesman is excited to be 
here and to share his ideas 
on assisting the town with 
its growth.

Taylor benefit nearly sold out 

Community stands behind family to help save their vision

Nearly 300 people gathered at the 
Carstairs Community Hall this past week¬ 
end to help raise money for the Taylor 
family to assist with their huge medical 
bills. 

Judy Taylor and her two sons, Lowell, ‘24 
and Landon, 2b all have a hereditary dis¬ 
ease called Retinitis Pigmentosa which is 
referred to as RP. 

Judy’s father, Ola, also has RP and he 
has lost his vision completely. 

Despite there being no hope for Ola to 
ever see again, there is hope for his daugh¬ 
ter and his two grandsons. 

However, it comes at a very huge cost. 

A cost which 300 people from various 
communities came out to support 
Saturday evening in Carstairs. 

After extensive research Judy and her 
husband, Brian tracked down a doctor in 
Vancouver, British Columbia who is able 
to reverse RP, allowing the three to keep 
their vision and also improve it. 

RP is the name given to a group of 
degenerative diseases of the retina. 

The retina, at the back of the eye, is a 
think sheet of interconnected nerve cells 
including the light sensitive cones and 
dark sensitive rods. 

It is here that light is converted into 
electrical signals, then sent to the brain 
where “seeing” takes place. 

In RP the rod and cone cells deteriorate, 
and depending on the severity and the 
type of RP, the rate of progression varies. 

According to Judy, they found out that a 
world renowned doctor had moved from 
China to Vancouver, and was able to assist 
her family with RP. 

*. j;he Vancou ver-based doctor used 
acupuncture *ind laser stimulation to 
increase electrical and blood How to the 
dying retina. 

Nutrients would be supplied to allow the 
eye to heal the pigmentation damage 
which robs vision. 

The three, Judy says, have finished their 
first year of treatments and are all seeing 
sight improvements, rather than constant 
loss. 

The biggest problem with this is the fact 
that it costs nearly $6,000 per person for 
treatment. 


They need to travel to Vancouver once 
every three months. 

None of theses costs, including the addi¬ 
tional expense of hotels and food, are cov¬ 
ered by health care since Dr. Yu is still try¬ 
ing to prove his new medical treatment. 

When Linda Sirr of Didshury heard of 
tlu> Taylors’ story last year she got busy 
and organized a concert benefit in 
Didshury, where $38,(XM) was raised. 

The money went towards assisting the 
Taylors pay for their treatments. 

“They still need more treatments and the 
money we raised last year is all done. We 
decided we would try something else," 
Sirr said. 

Organizers sold tickets for a delicious 
beef and turkey dinner, as well as held a 
silent auction. 

The auction items were donated from 
various businesses and individuals 
throughout Mountain View County. 

A total of 288 tickets were sold for 
Saturday’s benefit. 

With the number of events going on in 
and around the community this past week¬ 
end, Sirr was extremely happy with the 
number of people which came out to show 
their support. 

“1 am very pleased with how many peo¬ 
ple came out,” Sirr said, adding that the 
hall only holds 300 people. 

The Taylors are very respected people 
in the community and have given a lot to 
the community, said Sirr. 

She says that the Taylors have always 
helped out when someone needed a help¬ 
ing hand so the community is stepping up 
and giving back in their time of need. 

“They have always been very caring and 
giving people,” Sirr said. 

Judy Taylor was practically speechless 
Saturday evening when asked how she 
feels of the community's support. 

“What an amazing community we have,” 
she said. “It’s hard to have words to 
describe how I feel. Our community has 
just done an amazing amount of things for 
us and we are just blessed and are so over¬ 
whelmed." 

It isn’t known how many more eye treat¬ 
ments will be needed, but it’s for certain 
that it’s still going to cost the Taylor fami¬ 
ly thousands upon thousands of dollars. 

“It (the financial costs of treatment) is a 
lot for any one family to handle," Judy

a little bit of extra equip¬ 
ment and a dog that likes 
to pull, you have every¬ 
thing you need to erqoy a 
snowy winter trail. 
Skijoring allows you to 
experience the speed and 
pleasure of dog mushing 
on a smaller, more eco¬ 
nomical scale. Almost 
anyone - of any age - can 
learn how to skijor. 

The sport of skijoring 
(a Norwegian word that 
translates literally as “ski 
driving”) is elegantly sim¬ 
ple: A dog in harness 
tows a skier by a line 7 to 
12 feet long. This line is 
either hand-held or 
attached to a special, 
extra-wide belt worn by 
the skier. Most skijorers 
limit their dog power to 
one or two dogs, with 
three dogs customarily 
the maximum. With more 
than three dogs, any gain 
in power or speed is usu¬ 
ally counteracted by the 
possibility of tangles or 
lack of adequate control. 
Either cross-country or 
downhill skis can be 
worn, but cross-country 
skis are more commonly 
used so that the skier can 
help the dog by striding 
or skating. 


A skijoring team can 
travel surprisingly long 
distances, depending on 
the type of dog and the 
skier's ability. A single 
dog can pull a competent 
skier for up to 30 miles a 
day. Most dogs have a 
natural instinct to pull, so 
the family pet is almost as 
likely to take the sport as 
is a racing sled dog. All 
sorts of breeds - from 
Labrador retrievers to 
poodles tet Irish wolf¬ 
hounds - have pulled 
skiers. Skijoring dogs can 
weigh anywhere from 30 
pounds to more than 100 
pounds. The primary 
requirement for success¬ 
ful skijoring, just as it is 
for obedience and field 
work, is a close relation¬ 
ship between dog and 
owner. 

Skijoring is easy to 
learn. Some cross-coun¬ 
try skiing is necessary, 
but you needn’t be an 
expert skier to enjoy the 
sport. Nor does your dog 
have to be in top condi¬ 
tion, as long as you oper¬ 
ate within the dog’s limits 
and abilities. Skijoring 
helps skiers to develop 
balance and is wonderful, 
fun exercise for the dog.

This morning we walked over to the park. There are 
some great walking paths there so I will head that way 
again. 

We have finally heard something regarding our visa - not 
exactly what we wanted to hear but not bad. The board of 
InterCEDE decided not to join the alliance of organiza¬ 
tions. That means that we will have to go through getting 
the letter of invitation. There is also a new paper which 
had to be signed by someone inviting us to stay at their 
house when we ;urive. 

That has been cared for by another SHARE staff mem¬ 
ber. Everything should be submitted to the immigration 
office in Budapest this week. It can take up to a month to 
get approved. 

Provided there are no additional papers needed or other 
glitches, the letter of invitation will be sent to the 
Hungarian embassies in Canada and the U.S. and we can 
then submit our application papers. It usually takes about 
8 weeks after that to get it entered into the passports. It 
w ill mean that we can't go before the end of March. I don't 
know what God has for us in this delay but we will trust 
Him and His timing. Though we would rather go sooner 
than that, at least we have a target date. 

1 have been helping at one library and just before I came 
to California was asked to help set up some archives. Tin- 
delay will give me a chance to finish the one and get a 
good start on the other. 

My family got together for Super Bowl Sunday - any 
excuse for a family gathering. It was fun to be here for it. 
We had Taco Soup and other Mexican-style food, and, of 
course, ate too much. After the game we decided to play 
word games for half an hour before everyone started 
home. An hour and a half later we were still at it. I have 
not laughed that much for a long time. My niece's husband 
was quite the actor when trying to get his team to guess 


the right word. By the time we got everything cleaned up 
it was time for bed. 

.lust found out today that my sister Barbara will have to 
have knee surgery for a tom meniscus. She has been limp¬ 
ing along now for about 2 months thinking it was some 
thing else. The doctor told her it was a Baker's cyst and 
that it would heal. He was partially right because there 
were two things wrong. Since she drives a school bus, she 
is hoping to wail until Spring break for the surgery but it 
is quite painful and makes walking difficult so she might 
not be able to wait. 

When I was here last August Barb stepped in a hole, fell 
and broke her toe. With this second injury or at least the 
doctor telling her she needs surgery happening while I am 
here, she is claiming that I am a jinx (all in good fun). 

My nephew was diagnosed with schizophrenia last 
August. They have been working on getting his medication 
figured out since then. They have tried various doses of a 
couple of medicines trying to find the best amount so he 
doesn't have the "traffic" in his head (hear voices, have 
unrealistic thoughts, etc.) and so that he isn't so drugged 
that he sleeps all the time. It has been both encouraging 
and sad to see him: encouraging because he is doing so 
much better than he was in August, and sad because he is 
so different front how he was before he got sick. Not only 
has it affected him emotionally and mentally but it also 
affects him physically. He is less coordinated and even the 
way he walks is awkward. Today is a red letter day for hint 
though because he got a job and starts tomorrow. He will 
be doing custodial work at a machine shop, not glamorous 
but something he can handle and something that will help 
him to feel better about himself.

Daycare 

Is it right for your child? 

DR. DOBSON 

Focus on the family 


QUESTION: 

My son is just over a year old. I quit my job 
when he was born, believing it was the right 
thing to do, but lately our finances have been 
so tight that I'm seriously considering going 
back to work. What are your feelings about 
putting a child of this age in day care? 

DR. DOBSON: 

Lot me begin by saying that I understand the struggle you're facing. 
When our firstborn was 2 years old, I was finishing my doctoral work at 
the University of Southern California. Every available dollar was needed 
to support my tuition and related expenses. 

Although we didn't want Shirley to work when Danae was young, we felt 
we had no alternative. Shirley taught school, and our little girl was 
taken to a day-care center each morning. One day when we arrived at 
the facility, Danae began to cry uncontrollably. "No! No! No, Daddy!" she 
said to me. She had a look of terror in her eyes, and I suspected that she 
had been very upset the last time she was there. I could only imagine 
what had happened. 1 turned and walked back to the car carrying my 
precious daughter. When we were alone, I said, "Danae, I promise that 
you will never have to stay there again." And she never did. I share this 
to underscore the point that though I'm sympathetic with your financial 
anxieties, I'd still advise you to avoid the day-care option if at all possi¬ 
ble My opinion on this subject is based on hard data. 

The National Institute of Child Health and Human Development has con¬ 
ducted the most comprehensive study of this issue to date. More than 
1,100 mothers and children and 10 premier child-care sites across the 
United States were evaluated when the children were 0, 15, 24 and 36 
months of age. Preliminary findings confirm that leaving a very young 
child in a day-care facility is associated with less sensitive mothering 
and child engagement. The child also tends to react less positively to the 
mother. In other words, the bond between mother and child is affected 
somewhat negatively by early day-care experience, especially if the 
mother tends by nature to be insensitive.
